RAY DIDN’T ACT 
Charles Ray plays the part of 
Ezra the lovable carefree barefoot 
boy in “The Old Swimmin’ Hole,” 
the F irst National feature attrac­ 
tion a t the American theatre Tues­ 
day. 
“I do not act it,” says Ray, ‘‘I 
simply lived 
over 
again 
many 
scenes of my boyhood. 
It 
seems 
only yesterday th at I was going 
down the meadow path to the old 
creek back home on the farm w here 
I was raised. And the little red 
schoolhouse on the hill came back 
to me as vividly as if I was still 
making life a burden to the teach­ 
er.” 
Ray, the critics declare, achieves 
the true a rtist’s goal 
in playing 
with such naturalness and ease th at 
the result is so realistic an im per­ 
sonation of Ezra th a t the boy will 
be remembered as a real person 
rather than a screed creation in­ 
spired by Jam es W hitcomb Riley’s 
poem. Mr. Ray was asked for his 
views on the character of Ezra and 
the chief incidents in the story of 
his trials and tribulations. He is a 
great adm irer of the Hoosier poet 
and can quote many of his lines 
from memory. As he proceeded to 
sketch the whimsical conceit he fre­ 
quently interspersed the thread of 
the narrative with the lilting verse.

“Use of so-called beautifiers, pow­ 
ders, pastes, oils and lauded toilet 
preparations by persons unfam iliar 
with their makeup, their peculiar­ 
ities and especially the idorsycras- 
ies or individual peculiarities of the 
user, is known to the initiated— the 
expert derm atologist or skin expert 
— as fraught w ith danger. 
May Cause Cancer. 
“ Use of various pastes containing 
arsenic upon w hat is thought to be 
a simple m atter, may result in 'lh i- 
m ediate 
excitation 
of a dorm ant 
cancer. 
“ Use of powders containing irri­ 
tants may be followed by results 
all out of proportion to the appar­ 
ent simple steps of the procedure,” 
he declared. 
Dr. Thompson cited 
one 
well­ 
known Muskogee woman 
who 
be­ 
came troubled with w hat at first 
was a simple discoloration of one 
eyelid. Later it spread to both eye­ 
lids, then disappeared, only to re­ 
appear, finally producing such oed­ 
ema or swelling of the eyelids th at 
it became really serious.

"The surface waters of Oklahoma j 
in nearly all cases are polluted by : 
sewage or contain large quantities ' 
of suspended matter, so that they J 
are unfit to use for drinking pur- I 
poses.” Darcey says. “The necessity , 
for efficient operation of purifies- j 
lion plants is seen from the report , 
on such conditions,” he added. 
Plans for construction of public I 
water plants have been approved 
so that 
24 2 cities aud towns in 
Oklahoma will in the near future j 
have such plants, according to Oar- j 
cey. 
Of this number. 81 obtain 
water from the surface, and use ; 
it with or without treatment. The ; 
total 
population 
receiving 
public 
water supplies is 84 8.4 50. In 1918 , 
the estimated population of Okla­ 
homa was 2.397.000. which shows 
that approximately 35 percent of j 
the state’s population is served by j 
public water plants. There is not a i 
citv in the state, with a popula­ 
tion of 3,000 or more, which Is I 
not served. 
New systems of filtration plants 
in Oklahoma representing an outlay 
of $2,391,300 were examined and 
approved by the sanitary engineer 
during

year.

this, 
$803,000 was spent for sewage, and 
the remainder for waterworks. 
Eighty sewage 
disposal 
plants 
have been constructed. Water treat­

On 
this ground it is proposed to erect a 
series of buildings which will house 
activities not only of the country’s 
great women’s clubs, but a so of in­ 
dividual women unaffiliated with any 
organization. 
Here all women will be able to 
meet on neutral fround, intermingle, 


exchanges ideas, give and receive 
education. 
There will be a hotel 
for out-of-town members at the low­ 
est possible cost, convention halls 
for great national gatherings; or 
should clubs prefer it, they can 
build their own homes on this site, 
provided only that they be in har­ 
mony with the general scheme of 
architecture.

NOW WALAPAI CLARK ENDED 
T H E APACHE TERROR'* 
Although the worst Indian war in 
Arizona ended In ISSC, when Chief 
Geronimo 
surrendered 
to 
General 
Miles, ten years later a lone Apache 
warrior was still carrying terror to 
the hearts of the settlers lu that state. 
The Apache Kid was his name. He 
had once been a scout 
for our 
troops; then his •‘heart went bad’’; 
he deserted his command and joined 
the hostiles. 
When Geronimo sur­ 
rendering the Apache Kid ’’stayed 
out” aud took the lone war trail. 
Late In the THI’s a prospector 
named Jack Clark located a claim 
near Condon In the 48nnta Catalina 
mountains north of Tucson. Clark had 
been a scout for the government In 
the Apache campaigns. He had lived 
among the Walapai Indians for many 
years and bore the nickname of 
“Walapai” Clark. 
One night an old 
pack mare of Clark's was stolen ami 
Ute trail showed that It was the work 
of a lone Indian. Clark felt sure lr 
was the Apache Kid. 
• 
“Walapai” knew that unless the In­ 
dian kept the mare securely tied she 
would escape and come back. A week 
later she returned. Believing that the 
thief would not give up such a valu­ 
able aolmal so easily, Clark prepared 
foe bls return. That night he staked 
the mare out in allttle park and con­ 
cealed himself in the tall grass near­ 
by. After hours of waiting, the scout 
saw an Indian's bead appear above 
the grass at the edge of the clearing. 
A second later another appeared and 
both Indians crept toward the horse. 
There was a full moon and Clark 
could not miss. He fired and the first 
Indian dropped. Like a flash the oth­ 
er sped for the woods. “Walapai” fired 
again. Hie Indian stumbled, almost 
fell and then disappeared. 
When 
Clark reached the dead Indian, he 
found she was a squaw. The coward­ 
ly Kid had made her go ahead so that 
she would receive the deadly bullet 
lf they were entering an ambush. 
Clark knew better than to hunt for 
tho wounded Indian that night. The 
next morning he led a large party on 
the trail. Here and there they found 
spots of blood and further on a bloody 
headband. But they never found the 
Apache Kid. His fate Is unknown, hut 
It la believed that be crawled away 
Into one of tile many caves In the 
8anta Catalpas to die. At any rnt<% 
Ma raids ceased. “Walapai” Clyrk had 
anded ‘The Apache Terror.”

oldest medicine man can remember, 
the Indians say. 
At the time of the green corn 
season, preparations commence for 
the festival, which according to tra­ 
dition, originated when malse was 
the principal sustenance of Indians 
who obtained a part of their living 
by farming, as well as trapping and 
hunting. When the corn was green 
in the spring, all fear of famine 
was ended, and a general celebration 
held. 
This celebration carried down to 
the present day, still carries tribal 
dances, lead by tribal minor chief­ 
tains, who chant 
sor^ of wall­ 
ing monotone, to the accompani­ 
ment of tortoise shell rattles. This 


year, a few of the tribe attempted 
to inaugurate modem dances, the 
dance leaders say. 
Such actions, 
however, were frowned upon until 
the 
tribal dances were 
finished. 
Now, however, a celebration of that 
nature is reported to be under way, 
by younger members.
